Crowley before the latter’s d eath 
and that he is entitled to p osses­ 
sion of the contents of the box . 
John R. Allen, p ou ltry d ealer 
of Ru shv ille, has filed a su it for 
d iv orce against Ed mona Allen. 
The cou p le was married Decem­ 
ber 30, 1906. and sep arated Ju ly 
9, 1932, the su it sets ou t, and 
fou r child ren were born to the 
u nion. 
Sev eral y ears p rior to the sep ­ 
aration, the d efend ant contin­ 
u ally nagged at the p laintiff and 
comp lained withou t cau se, the 
su it charges, and also stated that 
she no longer cared for him.

Marshal Chiang Kai-Shek, the 
strongest m an to rise in p ower 
in China since the birth of the 
rep u blic and v irtu al d ictator of 
the Nationalist regime since its 
establishment in 1928, has taken 
ov er d irect command of the 
army of the north.

treaty zone, with its large for­ 
eign interests and p op u lation, 
that the Jap anese are p oised at 
Great Wall of China p oints to 
attack here nex t v ;ere cu rrent as 
the v eteran war chief took ov er 
lead ership 
heretofore

hand s of the y ou ng Marshal 
Chang Hsiao-Liang. 
While no troop s sou th of Peip ­ 
ing wrere entered in the stru g­ 
gle heretofore and most of the 
fighting d ep end ed on v olu nteer 
band s in Manchu ria and Jehol, 
Marshal Chiang’s first im p ortant 
ord er wras to send one of his own 
d iv isions to Ku p eikow, only 65 
miles northeast of here, where 
a hard fou ght battle was waged 
the p ast two d ay s.

A telegram to Mr. and Mrs. R. 
S. Bu rrows of Milroy Mond ay 
morning notified them of the 
safety of their son, Voy le Bu r­ 
rows, his wife and two child ren. 
The Bu rrows family resid es in 
Long Beach, where the earth­ 
q u ake’s d eath toll was highest.

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Washington, March 13 (A5)—In 
a su rp rise message of two sen­ 
tences, Presid ent Roosev elt asked 
congress tod ay to enact beer leg­ 
islation immed iately .

Called at the White Hou se “the 
briefest p resid ential message in 
history ,” Mr. Roosev elt’s sev enty - 
two word s were— 
“I recommend to the congress 
the p assage of legislation for the 
immed iate mod ification of the 
Volstead act. in ord er to legalize 
the m anu factu re and sale of beer 
and other bev erages of su ch al­ 
coholic content as is p ermissible 
u nd er the constitu tion; and to 
p rov id e 
throu gh 
su ch m anu ­ 
factu re and sale, by su bstantial 
tax es, a p rop er and mu ch need ­ 
ed rev enu e for the gov ernment. 
“I d eem action at this time to 
be of the highest imp ortance.” 
The Democratic lead ership and 
a n t i-p rohibitionists 
ex p ressed 
confid ence the v otes to p ass the 
bill withou t ad o were to be had . 
“I hop e it may be d isp osed of 
as p romp tly as may be fou nd 
p racticable,” Senator Robinson 
of 
Arkansas, 
the 
Democratic 
lead er, said , ad d ing that 
“we 
will hav e to get this economy 
p rogram ou t of the way first, 
howev er.” 
At the conclu sion of the short 
message, some members stood 
and ap p lau d ed .

FREEZING THE GARDEN 
On a nig ht while the thou­ 
sands are still booing two g runt­ 
ing behemoths in the ring , those 
in the temporary floor seats may 
feel their feet g rowing colder 
and colder. That’s because the 
chilling brine already is cuors- 
ing its way throug h pipes under 
the cement. 
In a couple of hours—by then 
the crowd has left—the cement 
floor is at the freezing point.
